Shipping Board Announces the 
Sale of Many Vessels on 
12-Year Terms.

WASHINGTON, Aug... 16.—Two im- 
portant plans affecting the American 
Merchant Marine were made public .by 
the Shipping Board today. 

Chairman Benson announced that 
through an agreement, approved by the 
board; between the old Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Line Steamship Company and the 
American Ship and Commerce Corpora- 
tion, transatlantic passenger and freight 
services would be operated between New 
York and er American ports and 
Germany. Other services will be estab- 
ean ships between 
Germany and of the world other 
than the United States. — 

The other announcement was that the 
board would soon offer for sale a large 
number of steel vessels, some coal and 
some oil’ burners. 

The Hamburg-American Line under 
the plan now becomes the agent of the 
American Ship and Commerce Corpora- 
tion in Germany, while the American 
company will act in a similar capacity 
for the Hamburg-American Line in the 
United States. . 

The two companies, according to the 
announcement of the Shipping Board, 
will in a great many ways operate on 
a fifty-fifty basis, and it is expected 
that several new ships will be added 
to the services within the next few 
months. It is stated that there is no 
German money invested in the Amer-

During the ldst three weeks there 
have been occasional references in_cable 
dispatches received -here to plans made 
by, the leaders of the Third (Moscow). |’ 
International for holding’ a conference 
in Baku, the Caspian. port of the near- 
Bolshevist republic of Azerbaidjan, of 
representatives. of the. discontented ele- 
ments in the Near Bast for the purpose 
of promoting a general uprising against 
the European powers controlling the sit- 
vation there. On Aug. 6 a  Constan- 
tinople cablegram reported the designa- 
tion by the Turkish Nationalists of two 
delegates to the conference; which was 
scheduled to begin on Aug. 15. The 
text of the official call for the meeting 
issued by the Third International’s Hxec- 
utive Committee has just been printed in 
the New Yorker Volkszeitung. In it the 
date of the cénference is set for Sept. 
1, which seems to indicate ‘that later 
developments have caused the Moscow 
Communists to advance the Baku mieet- 
ing By two weeks. The ¢all reads: 

‘*A manifesto by the Third Interna- 
tional to the, Peoples of Asia! 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Cormunist International calls a confer- 
ence of the peasants and workers of 
Persia, Armenia and Turkey for Sept. 
1 in Baku, 

“What does the Communist Interna- 
tional represent?’ ‘The Communist In- 
ternational is the organization of mil- 
lions of revolutionary workers in Rus- 
sia, Poland, Germany, France, England 
and América, ‘who, awakened by the 
thunders of the war and driven by hun-

HARDING MEN FEAR’ TANGLE 


Foresee Many Legal Complications 
If Tennessee Ratifies the 
Amendment. 


NASHVILLE; Tenn., Aug. 16.—The 
committee of the lower house of the 
Tennessee ‘Legislature in: charge of the 
woman suffrage’ ratification .resolu- 
tion. voted. late tonight, 10 to 8, to re- 
port the measure tomorrow with a rec- 
ommendation that it be adopted. A 
vote tomorrow. was said by leaders to 
be certain. 

Thé Senate ratified the suffrage 
amendment Friday. 

Speaker “Walker, of the House, leader 
of the anti-suffrage forces and a mem- 
ber of the committee, said the ‘first 
committee ballot stood 9 to 9, as he re- 
‘frained from voting. To relieve the tie 
one of the antis changed his vote. This 
was regarded in opposition circles as an 
indication of how little. importance was 
to be attached to the.committee action. 

Mr. Walker said, a minority report 
unfavorable to ratification would be 
prepared early tomorrow.

Workers were everywhere today, 
either attempting to maintafn their tines 
intact or to win over members of the 
opposing forces. They’ were on- the 
House. floor during. the day’s session, 
and after adjournment groups dehating 
suffrage attracted attention on the 
streets and’ in hotel lobbies. 

The House has 99 members, and active 
workers, both men and women, for. and 
against suffrage are said to number.at 
least 1,000. Campaigners were. working 
in relays and when one enthusiastic ad- 
vocate or antagonist of votes fer wo- 
mén became exhausted tnere .was an- 
other ‘one near to'take up the tusk. 

The ~forces opposed to ratification 
were prepared for a possible attempt of 
the suffragists to call yf resolution out 
of committce today and the galleries and 
aisles of the chamber were crowded.

ler, advisor to the committee. 

The people are eager to buy houses, .the 
builders. are eager to build, the pro- 
ducers of building material are doing 
their utmost to.seHl their products, but: 
the transportation muddle and the short- 
age of facilities prevents them from 
from getting together, said’ Mr.’ Miller. 
Some. improvement has been. notéd 
since the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee in July turned aver 104,000 freight 
cars for the transportation ‘of : building 
materials, but the outlook is still bad 
for the builder, according/to Mr. Miller, 
because it is believed likely the embargo 
will be continued on building materials 
in favor of coal and crops. The-rail-, 
roads are making coal and food’ short- 
ages, so Mr. Miller said. 

Sites and Materials Available, 

“The country has, the building’ sites, 
which have. shown the effect of infla- 
tion leas than anything,” Mr.: ‘Miller 
said. ‘‘The owners are anxious to sell 
bécause of the increasing burden of in- 
terest and carrying charges. There dre 
raw materials in abundancc. 
numerous committees in almost every 
city trying to work out the housing 
situation. The buyers are willing to pay 
liberal advances. The whole difficulty 


is that of getting the willing buyer and 
the willing seller together, and that is 





a problem of transportation.”’ 

ecause of the slow movement. of 
building material, the available supplies 
are the subject of speculation, with 
high prices an. little building activity, 
Mr. Miller said. ‘‘ We have the opin- 
ions of many butlding experts,’’ he re- 
ported, ‘‘ that the free flow of building 
materials. would immediately cut down 
ts present prices by 25 per, cent. or 


Next to canceling priority orders 
against building materials, the greatest 
off Mr. Miller said, is the revision 

reight rates on building materials. 
“According to the committee the rate on 
building materials was increased 50 per 
cent. in 1917 as a restrictive tariff in 
order to keep freight of this kind off 
the roads, then engaged in moving emer- 
gency and essential freight ‘onl, This 
ncrease was never taken off; but addi- 
tional increases were put.on, so that the 
freight rate on building materials is 
$2.40 now, according to Mr. Miller, $1.40 
more than before the war. 


Preblem Up to Railroads.

The publication of The Bulletin was 
halted by Charles F. Rattigan, Stperin- 
tendent of Prisons, it was said. Three 
months ago Rattigan directed that the 
circulation. be cut from 5,000 to 1,500. 
The order for suspension brought a 
storm of protest, led by B. Ogden Chis- 
holm of 21 West Tenth Street, Manhat- 
tan, a prison worker. 

Mr. Chisholm. declared that he had 
written to Governor Smith and that he 


ernor that the suspension of the paper 
would be investigated. Letters of pro- 
test also were sent to Governor Smith 
by former Attorney General George W. 
Wickersham, Judge Otto Rosalsky, 
Adolph Lewisohn and others. Mr. Chis- 
holm said that he regarded the stopping 
of publication as an ‘ outrage.”’ ‘‘I be- 
lieve politics is behind the suspension of 
the paper ana I don’t believe that Gov- 
ernor Smith ‘will stand for it,’’ he said. 

Warden Lawes declined to disclose the 
motive for his orders. The prison paper 
was founded April 22, 1899,.as The Star 
of Hope, and the first editor was Ed- 
ward Quigley... In 1913 a second paper, 
The Bulletin, was established. T'wo 
yi later these papers were mergd 
in. The Star-Bulletin and in 1920, 
when Major Lawes took charge, the 
present name was adopted. Under the 
editorship of Charles b.. Chapin, a for- 
mer New York newspaperman, the paper 
forged ahead rapidly.

THE ILLITERACY MENACE, 
The campaign against literacy 
which is promised by the State Com- 
missioner of Education oper up a 
question which has of late been in- 
‘volved in Increasing doubt. | Accord- 
ing to a statement advanced by the 
Federal census, there are in New York 
382,039 people between the ages of 21 
and 50 who are either illiterate.or who 
cannot speak English, -The figure is 
in general harmony with that of the 
1910 census, which gives the per- 


of age as 5.5 in a population of 9,113, - 
279. Yet the records of. the army 
show a percentage of illiteracy of 24.9, 
or more than three times the census 
percentage for the country as a whole, 
which is 7.7. Some margin may be 
allowed for differences in’ btandards 
applied, but the army: tests were made 
by competent officials and there was 
certainly no motive for exaggerating 
deficiencies. : 

Dr. Frnuey announces an immediate 
and yigorous effort to deal with the 
882,039 illiterates. The intention is 
admirable, but it does hot seem likely 
to. conduce to any greater accuracy in 
the census returns of the future. Con- 
fronted with the prospect of night 
school, the citizen of doubtful literacy 
will be less disposed than ever to: give 
@ negative answer to the questions: 
** Are you able to read?”’ “‘ Are you 
able to write?’’ Unlike draft dodg- 
ing, there is no penalty for census 
dodging. Nor is dodging always 
necessary, The questions quoted are 
copied from one of a batch of census 
blanks which were duly filled out at 
a long-established residence and never 
collected. Among illiterates.the pro- 
portion of such ‘omissions must be 
especially great. Even the most dili- 
gent census-taker cannot collect a 
report, the questions in which have 
been neither read nor answered. 

The State Commission informs us 
that Governor SmirH has provided 
“ special funds to defray the expense 
** of copying the names and addresses 
“of all illiterate and non-English- 
‘* speaking residents.’" Who is to 
provide ‘* special funds "’ for herding 
the ‘* residents ’’ into night school and 
drubbing into their heads a command 
of English? Doubtless 'the public will 
once more pay the piper. As long as 
we are menaced with illiterates we 
have a duty of self-protection. 

Thought ranges backward, however, 
to the literacy test for immigrants, 
which many still think superfluous 
and unwise.. The legend is that it was 
imposed by organized labor'as a but- 
tress for: its ever-increasing demands 
in wages. There is truth in this, but 
only a half truth.. Our Senators are 
net reputed ‘to be too quick in the 
‘uptake; yet in the propaganda with 
which they were flooded they nailed 
many misrépresentations and even 
“ statistics ’’ that were crooked. Much 
has been made of the fact that the 
literacy test cannot be expected to 
keep out the clever radical agitator; 
but it is equally important to. note that 
the cleverest agitator is disarmed if he 
does not find colonies of the ignorant 
and oppressed who are ready to re- 
spond to his inflammatory doctrine.

TT ioe oa Mating the 
saplings from whjch they grew back to 
the days of Grecian glory, to the days 
of Dav and SoLtomon, to the Trojan 
War and even a century beyond that— 
to 1305 B. C.. More curious sctentists, 
by a study of rings formed. sinee we 
have Jhad weather reports, have estab- 
lished a general correspondence between 
rainfall and the width of the ring. Now 
the Director of the Steward Observatory 
at Tucson, Ariz., has established a new 
factor in ring formation, 

Trees that grow in well-watered soil, 
as in the neighborhood of a swamp, have 
rings of a generally even width. Those 
that grow on soil more largely depen- 


rings of greater variability; while on 
high altitudes, exposed to drought, some 
rings are so small as to be barely per- 
ceptible. In. estimating the climatic 
changes indicated in the width of rings 
it is obviously necessary to consider the 
degree of the tree’s “‘ sensitivity’ to a 
greater or less rainfall. Dr. Dovgiass 
has thus taken a long step forward to- 
ward a scientific, control. of the evidence 
which the rings bear. ‘ 

Applying, this method to sequoiaa, with 
reference in recent centuries to yellow 
pines, he has charted certain Changes in 
the weather that are periodic. Both 
sequoia and yellow pine show a period 
corresponding to ‘tthe well-known sun- 
spot period.”” All this is gleaned from 
the first number of Ecology, a journal 
devoted to the relationships of organ- 
isms to one another and to the outside 
world—a sort of scientific clearing house 
in which, as we have seen, a forester 
may co-operate with the weather man. 
Some day we may have an accurate 
weather report, at least for California, 
as to the decade of the Trojan War! -

@ flood of rainwater in its céllar, a 
three-story -brick house built at 446 
Smith Street,. Brooklyn, more than sixty 
years ago collapsed last night during 
the: height of .a storm, burying three 
Persons in the wreckage. — One 
thirteen-year-old boy, who was swim- 
ming in the rain water that had flooded 
the cellar, and was crushed to death. 
The other two were women, one of whom, 
died a few Hours later in a hospital. 

Thirty minutes’ ‘hard work by the fire- 
men and police’ reserves uncovered two 
women who had been caught in the 
wreckage as they sat in a parlor on the 
third floor of the house and had been 
buried in the avalanche ‘that swept into 
the rear courtyard. They were Mrs. 
Rebecca Heitner, a widow, the owner 
of the hduse, and her -guest, Mrs. Rose 
Meister of 348 Hamilton Avenue, Brook- 
lyn. Both were taken to the hospital, 
where Mrs. Meister died. Mrs. Heitner, 
mother of the boy who was killed, is in 
a serious condition. 

Each heavy rain of this Summer has 
flooded the cellars of eleven houses on 
the west side of Smith Street at this 
point to such a height that if was the 
general opitiion of the tenants that a 
sewer had .broken somewhere -in. the 
neighborhood and that there was no way 
for the heavy floods to escape. Reports 
were made to the Sewer Department 
and to other officials in the Department 
of. Public Works in Brooklyn, and, ac- 
cording to the tenants, investigations 
were made, fina nothing was done to 
check the 

Quick to cane advantage of swimming 
holes that often had more than four 
feet of water in them and remained 
accessible for several days, the. boys. of 
the neighborhood early this Summer 
had oeneeee trips to Coney Island 
for the peat swimming in the deep 
cellars all along the block.

off the top cellar step into the dirty

Machine Runs Backward Down

EIGHT TAKEN TO HOSPITAL

The brakes of a municipal bus with a 
rush-hour load of forty persons broke on 
the steep ~ Beclitel Hill in Stapleton, 
Staten Island, last night and, the mia~ 
chine running backward down the in- 
cline at terrific speed, smashed to ‘bits 
against an electric light pole.

Running his car at.top speed, so that 
he could climb far-up”the hill on high 
gear, David B. Bodner, chauffeur and 
owner of the bus, had taken his ma- 
chine to within fifty feet. of the crest 
when he decided to throw in the low gear 
where Van .Duzer Street crosses Broad 
Street. The car was losing momentum 
and was hardly moving when he started 
to throw in the. low gear. 

For some mechanical reason yet. un- 
explained, the gear failed to work, and 
the bus jerked for a second, and then, 
gaining momentum, started to back 
down the Broad Street slope. Bodner 
threw in his emergency brakes. Steel 
bands grinding against the wheels 
shrieked, . the; bus jerked, slackened 
speed, and then gained momentum again 
as the brakes burst with a loud report. 

Bodner and all his passengers, many 
of them women, knew that only luck 
could prevent a serious smash-up before 
the heavy bus haa run the eighth of a 
mile to the bottom of the hill. Men 
standing on the sides of the bus relaxed 
their holds and dropped to the ground, 
some being painfully injured as they 
rolled over and over. Screams of the 
women passengers served only to warn 
other automobiles on the hill to get out 
of the way. 

Sticking to his post, Bodner tried hjs 
brakes and gears again and-again and, 
deciding that there was nothing ‘to do 
but try to steer the machine safely to 
the bottom of the hill, attempted to

Oscar Straus Takes Initiative in 
a Movement to Have It Make 
a Stand in Campaign. 


TAFT CALLED UPON’ TO ACT

Upon the initiative of Oscar S. Straus, 
a number of the officers and members of 
the League to Enforce Peace met here 
yesterday and declared unanimously in 
favor of holding a meeting of the 
league’s Executive Committee, to define 
the attitude the organization shall take 
in’ the Presidential campaign regarding 
the League of Nations issue. A mes- 
sage was sent to William H. Taft, Pres- 
ident of the league, now on his vaca- 
tion at Murray Bay, Ont., asking him 
to call a meeting about Sept. 15. 

The report gained currency that Mr. 
Straus, long a. strong’ advocate of the 
League of Nations idea, had come out 
for Governor James’ M: Gox, Democratic 
nominee for ‘President, at the meeting. 
Mr. *Straus stated afterward that this 
was not. true and said that neither candi- 
datés nor -political parties were men- 
tioned in the discussion. Those at the 
meeting, hé said, included both Demo- 
crats and Republicans. - 

In calling the meeting to order, Mr. 
Straus called attention to the provision 
of the league’ s constitution prohibiting 
it from entering politics in any manner 
or advocating or opposing the election 
of any candidate for office, The pro- 
vision, he said, did not prevent the or- 
ganization from restating its position on 
the League of Nations covenant. 

States Purpose of Meeting. 

In stating the purpose of the meeting, 
Mr. Straus said: 

“The League to Enforce Peace has 
stood consistently for a League of Na- 
tions which placed an obligation upon 
the peoples entering it to resort to judi- 
cial determination, arbitration, concilia- 
tion;‘or some form of peaceful methot) 
for the adjustment of international dif- 
ferences, and to restrain by economic 
pressure, and in the last analysis by 
actual force; any nation which should 
refuse to abide by such methods and re- 
sort to war. 

‘Such, in substance, is the program 
of principles adopted by the league at 
its organization meeting, held in Inde- 
perdence Hall, Philadelphia, June 17, 
1915. In furtherance of its principles for 
the formation of a League of Nations, 
it carried on an educational propaganda 
from that time forward. 

‘After the armistice, in December, 
1918, the Executive Committee of ‘the 
league appointed representatives to ¢o- 
‘sag or with our official delegates to 

¢ Peace Conference at Paris, in order 
to aid in every way possible in the crea- 
tion of a League of Nations. This they 
did, in conpatation with similar organi- 
zations in Great Britain, France and 
other allied nations. 

“ After the peace treaty was signed, 
our President, William oward Taft, 
together’ with our officers and members 
from coast to coast, advocated in 
speeches and in writing the ratification 
by the Senate of the treaty and the cov- 
enant as written. 

Urged Adoption of Reservations. 

“When it was’ found that the only 
possibility of securing the two-thirds 
vote necessary for ratification by the 
Senate lay in the adoption of the s0- 
called Lodge reservations, the League to 
Enforce. Peace, by. executive action, 
urged the rs ep of those reservations 

the Senate d urged the President 
of the United Btates. to favor ratifica- 
tion on that basis.

TWO STATES FIGHT FARES. 


Two-Cent Rate Up to Wisconsin— 
Roads Sue in Illinois. 


MADISON; Wis., Aug. 16.—Intrastate 
freight rates in Wisconsin were in- 
ereased 35 per cent., to become effective 
Fah before Aug. 26, by the Wiseonsin 

road Commission today. This puts 
the Wisconsin decision in line with the 
Federa! Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion decision. 

The State Commission denied that it 
had jurisdiction in the case of passenger 
fare rates. Wisconsin -has a two-cent 
Passenger fare law and an effort will be 
made to enforce this statute. The com- 
mission held that the Legislature retains 
jurisdiction of passenger fares. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—Suit was filed in 
the United States District Court here 
today by seven railroads to restrain the 
Public Utilities Commission and Attor- 
ney General Brundagt from ‘enforcing 
the two-cent fare law, which is to be- 
ceme effective Aug. 31, when the Fed- 
eral guarantee to the roads ceases. 

The. suit also asked that State’s At- 
torney Maclay Hoyne of Cook County 
be restrained from enforcing the inter- 
state fare law. Other railroads are to 
file similar suits, attorneys said. 

The railroads’ ‘petition alleges that the 
Utilities Commission has no power to 
lower the vate beneath ‘that fixed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The interstate rate is about three cents 
a mile. 

Railroads subscribing to the suit are 
the Illinois Central, Chicago;& Eastern 
Llilinois, Chicago & Northwestern, Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy, Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St..

Particular significance was attached 
yesterday inthe financial district to. a 
conference of railroad lawyers . and 
executives in* the office of Morgan J. 

Coming as.it/ did on the eve 
of the Public Service Commission’s hear- 
ing today in Albany on the rate in- 
creases granted to the railroads by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
conference was understood to be pre- 
liminary and preparatory, the local rail- 
roads which fall under the jurisdiction 
of the State, getting ready to meet the 
points -which the State Commissioners 
might raise. After the conference Judge 
O’Brien refused to make public the 
names of the railroad men who atténded 
ang said that he would have nothing 
to say until after the hearing today. 

In the last few days there has been 
some evidence of growing apprehension 
among local railroad men that the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. in New York 
would test the newly acquired powers of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
by pressing certain contractual .clauses 
contained in the franchises of New York 
State railroads. Some of these set a 
limit on the rate to be charged, which 
is far below the new tariffs. prepared 
by the roads and based upon the rate 
increases granted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

At the same time other railroad law- 
yers maintain that the Transportation 
act places in the hands of the I..C. C. 
the’ power to suspend intrastate rates 
which, in the opinion of the latter, are 
confiscatory, prejudicial, or discrimina- 
tory when compared with interstate 
rates. In this connection they say that 
while opposition by State’ commissions 


at this ‘time will prove decidedly in- 
convenient for the roads affected, it will 
be only a matter of time before hear- 
ings are held, and the Interstate Com- 


authorized.

Reported Move Toward Curtatled 
Consumption Abroad Helps 
Depress Trade. 





A lack of buying power.in the cotton 
market yesterday resulted in sharp re- 
actions in all future contracts, October 
and .December deliveries being. particu- 
larly weak, After receding as. much as 
100 points in éarly dealings, some con- 
tracts drifted a while -with occasional 
recoveries, but closed practically at the 
lowest level of the day. October de- 
liveries were down 129 points,. December 
133 points, January 99 and March and 
May 78 points each, compared with last 
Saturday’s final. quotations. 

The market contended with several in- 
fluences which were depressing to spec- 
ulative sentiment. For one thing, re- 
luctant purchases by. Liverpool seemed 
to reflect continued uncertainty over the 
Buropean market because of the situa- 
tion in Poland. In addition, the trade is 
wondering whether low exports, in July 
did not reflect an overstocked condition 
in some of the importing countries where 
depreciation of exchanges has caused. re- 
tail prices to advance and impelled econ- 
émy among consumers of cotton goods. 

The market ignored dispatches telling 
of further rains on Saturday and Sun- 
day except in Oklahoma and northeast- 
ern Texas. The day was devoted more 
to, consideration of economic possibili- 


ties at home and abroad and these were 
not of a cheerful order. in regard to 
prices. Traders are thinking less of the 
prospect of protracted hostilities in 
Western Kurope than of a: situation in 
which information shows consumption 
in peaceful countries is likely to be cur- 
tailed by movements. toward economy 
such as the United States has experi- 
enced in textile lines since May.
